THE OPTIMIST’S TURN. 


In the past several years many of us 
have taken a good deal of time from our 
own private worries to worry a great deal 
over the affairs of the world. 
It begins to 
appear that the world is better aide to take 
care of itself than we had supposed. 
A good deal of anxiety has been need­ 
lessly expended. 
Not every rumor of war 
really foreshadows a war. 
V ery few of 
them ever get beyond 
the 
rumor stage. 
Even calamities which seem absolutely cer­ 
tain to occur often 
do not occur. 
1 hero 
have been 
numberless calamities of this 
kind in the past year or two. One ot them, 
for instance, was the break between Eng­ 
land and France which 
was due to take 
place as soon as the British labor govern­ 
ment struck its stride. 
The British labor government has been 
in full swing now for weeks, and, instead 
of the wreck of the entente, we are actu­ 
ally 
able 
to 
contemplate 
an 
entente 
stronger than it has been in months. And 
it appears to he getting stronger all the 
lime 
Thus 
the 
New York Times points 
out the significance of the note addressed 
the other day by Premier Macdonald to 
the French government 011 the subject of 
the 
Interallied 
Military 
Control 
Com­ 
mission and the disarmament of Ger­ 
many. 
“It is not so very long ago," says 
the Times, "that London was supposed to 
he at the point of withdrawing its repre­ 
sentative from the commission. 
The Mac­ 
donald letter is now understood to urge the 
necessity of a united allied effort to com­ 
pel the cessation of warlike preparations in 
Germany, if the facts should confirm the 
suspicions entertained in allied quarters. 
It is a safe presumption that the prime min­ 
ister is here acting upon 
the 
advice of 
Brigadier General J. H. Morgan, who was 
the British member on the commission, and 
who has shown himself to he a candid but 
fair critic of French policy. British opinion 
has obviously been moving away fiom the 
standpoint that 
French 
anxieties about 
German armament are only a disguise foi 
French designs to throttle Geimany. 
Instead of a Franco-British 
hr^ak, the 
prelude perhaps to a Franco-British clash 
and a period of new and greater wars, we 
have witnessed in the past few weeks a 
drawing together of the French and Brit­ 
ish. Instead of making for Europeans dis­ 
tensión an ' strife, the advent of the Brit­ 
ish labor party as the governing party of 
Great Britain has made for peace and co­ 
operation. and the 
solution 
of Europe’s 
fundamental problems, 
lhus another ab­ 
solutely certain calamity has failed to take 
place and the prophets of disaster have 
again been revealed as false prophets. 
The pessimist has had his tling. 
He has 
enjoyed a perfect orgy. 
Now it is time for 
the optimist to take the center of the stage. 
The world is probably not going to smash 
after all.
